The fast-breaking, high-scoring Sweeties failed 
to get started and suffered their first defeat of the year. The defeat enabled Gross¬ 
mont to take a part of the championship. 

At the Invitational Tournament at Santa Monica, the broken-hearted Bees lost to 
Redondo in the first round. 

Officials, opposing coaches, and fans alike acclaimed the Devils the most smooth¬ 
working, high-spirited, and clean-playing bunch of lads they had ever seen. 

Trini Artiaga, high scorer of the league, honorary captain of the mythical all-league 
team, and most valuable player at Sweetwater, put forth his all in every game. Cap¬ 
tain Jimmy Miller was also given a berth on this mythical five. Bob Myers and Buddy 
Dumas earned positions on the second all-league team. Guard Wylie Huffman would 
have been right up with his teammates had he not sprained his ankle, which disabled 
him for the remainder of the season. 

All of Sweetwater praises these boys and Coach Warren for their splendid work. 
This Bee squad is a team to be remembered for a long while.
